AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 2-1 OF THFCITY CODE RELATING

17 PART 1. Section 2-1-3 (Boards Established) of the City Code is amended to add
1 8 Subsection (D) to read

20 (D) To the extent not otherwise required by Texas Government
2 1 Code, Chapter 55 1 or other state or federal law or rule, all temporary and
22 permanent boards, commissions, and task forces not included in this chapter
23 and that are established solely by council shall comply with Chapter 55
24 (Open Meetings Act)

26 PART 2. Section 2-1-6 (Quorum and Action) of the City Code is amended to add
27 Subsection (C) to read

28 (C) All members necessary to provide a quorum must be physically present at a
29 meeting to conduct business

30 PART 3. Subsection (J) of Section 2-1-21 (Eligibility Requirements and Removal) of
3 1 the City Code is amended to read

32 (J) A board member who becomes ineligible to serve under this chapter or
33 federal or state regulation may not continue to serve even though a successor
34 has not been appointed A boaid member who was required to be a resident
35 of the City when appointed and who moves his primary residence outside of
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1 the City limits becomes ineligible to serve on the date he moves his
2 residence

3 PART 4. Section 2-1-21 (Eligibility Requirements and Removal) of the City Code is
4 amended to add Subsection (L) to lead

5 (L) Unless otherwise provided by this Chapter, a City employee may not serve
6 as a member of a City board if

7 (1) the employee is classified at the executive level,

8 (2) the employee is requned to file an annual financial statement,

9 (3) the employee works for the Law Department, the Financial Services
10 Department, the Purchasing Department, or the Project Management
11 Division of the Public Works Department,

12 (4) the employee is a purchasing agent or has the authority to purchase or
13 contract for the City,

14 (5) the subject matter within the scope of the City department in which
15 the City employee is employed makes it likely that the board will
16 consider subject matter related to the City department, or

17 (6) the City department in which the City employee is employed
18 provides staff support to the board

19 PART 5. Subsection (B) of Section 2-1-22 (Membership and Term Limitation) of the
20 City Code is amended to read

21 (B) Except as provided by Subsection (C), a boaid member may serve not longer
22 than nine consecutive years on the same board Service before July 31, 2008
23 [December 10, 2007] is excluded in determining the number of years served

25 PART 6. Subsection (A) of Section 2-1-26 (Attendance Requirements and Automatic
26 Vacation) of the City Code is amended to read

27 (A) Except as provided in Subsection (B), a board member automatically vacates
28 the member's position if the member is absent for three consecutive regular
29 meetings or one-third of all regular meetings in a 12-month period
30 Absences before December 31. 2007 are excluded in determining a
31 member's number of absences
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1 PART 7. Subsections (B) and (D) of Section 2-1-42 (Officers And Committees) of the
2 City Code are amended to read

3 (B) A person may not serve as the chair of a board for more than two
4 consecutive years Service before Ju ly 31, 2008 is excluded in determining
5 the number of years served

6 (D) A meeting of a committee shall be posted under [the Local] Government
7 Code Chapter 551 (Open Meetings Act) All appointed and ex-officio
8 membeis of a standing committee and a special committee must be
9 physically present at a meeting to conduct business

10 PART 8. Subsection (B) of Section 2-1-43 (Meeting Requirements) of the City Code
11 is amended to read

12 (B) Each board shall comply with Government Code Chapter 551 (Open
13 Meetings Act) All members necessary to provide a quorum must be
14 physically present at a meeting to conduct business

15 PART 9. Section 2-1 -44 (Meeting Procedures) of the City Code is amended to add
16 Subsection (D) to read

17 (D) Boards may adopt special rules of procedure as required

18 PART 10. Section 2-1-107 (Austin Community Technology and Telecommunications
19 Commission) of the City Code is amended to add Subsection (H) to read

20 (H) The Commission may create a Grant Review Committee consisting of up to
21 seven members to review grant applications, conduct interviews, and
22 evaluate applications for the purpose of providing recommendations to the
23 Commission for grant awards under the City's Grant foi Technology
24 Opportunities program. The Commission may appoint persons to the Grant
25 Review Committee who are not members of the Commission, but must
26 appoint one member of the Commission to the Grant Review Committee
27 who shall serve as ex-officio chan of the Grant Review Committee All
28 members of the Grant Review Committee are subject to Article 4 of Chapter
29 2-7 of the Code (Code of Ethics)

12 service area Not more than two members should be involved in
13 development or development-related activities

16 The director of the Parks and Recreation Department or his designee

1 (I) the applicant's name, including any business or assumed name, mailing
2 address, phone number, and social security number,

3 (2) a state sales tax permit number, if applicable, or exemption certificate,

4 (3) a description of the merchandise the applicant intends to sell,

5 (4) a statement that the applicant has created or produced all merchandise
6 that the applicant intends to offer for sale at the people's Renaissance
7 Maiket, and

8 (5) a statement that, within seven days of receipt of a request fiom the
9 director of the Parks and Recreation Department or his designee

10 [Renaissance Market Commission], the applicant agrees to create an
11 example of the applicant's art or craft before the director or his designee
12 [a lepresentative of the commission]

20 preceding the renewal application, and has not been found to have violated
21 the terms of the license

3 (A) The director of the Parks and Recreation Department [Renaissance Market
4 Commission] may revoke or suspend a license issued under this chapter for
5 good cause, a violation of this chapter, or a public offense or violation by the
6 licensee relating to the sale of merchandise at the People's Renaissance Market

7 PART 24. Section 2-1-106 (Austin Area Comprehensive HIV Planning Council) of the
8 City Code is repealed

9 PART 25. The Austin Area Comprehensive HIV Planning Council is continued in
10 existence and is governed by United States Code Title 42, Sections 300ff-l 1 et seq (The
11 Ryan White Care Act), other applicable fedeial and state law, and the planning council
12 bylaws The planning council bylaws are requited by the Ryan White Care Act, and the
13 bylaws are not effective unless approved by the mayor

14 PART 26. Section 2-1-109 (Austin-Travis County EMS Advisoiy Board) of the City
15 Code is lepealed

16 PART 27. Section 2-1-149 (Impact Fee Advisory Committee) of the City Code is
17 repealed

18 PART 28. The Impact Fee Advisory Committee is continued in existence and is
19 governed by the applicable provisions in Texas Local Government Code, Chapter 395

20 PART 29. Section 2-1-166 (Renaissance Market Commission) of the City Code is
21 repealed

22 PART 30. The Renaissance Market Commission is dissolved

23 PART 31. Section 2-1-170 (Sign Control Board) of the City Code is repealed

24 PART 32. Section 2-1-184 (Urban Renewal Agency) of the City Code is repealed

25 PART 33. The Urban Renewal Agency is continued in existence and is governed by
26 applicable provisions in Texas Local Government Code, Chapter 374

27 PART 34. Section 14-2-42 (Appeal) of the City Code is repealed
